Although a Mel- 
bourne club, with many‘ 
members in the west- 
ern suburbs, the group 
operates from a private 
airfield north of Bend- 
igo, 

The Department of , 
Civil - Aviation won’t 
permit balloons to fly 
in or near airlanes. 

Mr. White _ said: 
“Australia is ducky in. 
this respect, 'Airlanes 
run down the eastern 
and southern coasts, 
leaving north, south 
and west-east flight 
across the middle of 
Australia free. 

“It ‘is possible that 
Australia is one of the 
only countries . left 
where long distance’ 
record attempts in bal- 
loon flights are _ Bos- 
sible,” he said. 

Only a smal! club

In September, 1968,
